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DETAIL ACTION 

Notice to Applicant(s) 

1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1-6 are pending. 

2. The prior art submitted on December 30, 2005 has been considered. 

3. Receipt is acl^nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. § 11 9, which have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 1 02 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hall et al. 
(6,742,037). 

6. As per claim 1 , Hall et al. disclose a method and system for dynamic information 
transfer from mobile target to a fix targets or among the targets that track their relative 
movement and synchronizes data between them which includes the steps of causing at 
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least one of the plurality of mobile targets to carry out a reveal operation, detecting the 
reveal operation and identifying the plurality of mobile targets by grasping relative 
position of the mobile target (see at least the abstract, figures 1-3, 5 and the related 
text). 

7. As per claims 2-6, the limitations of these claims have been noted in the rejection 
above and in the Hall et al. reference. They are therefore considered rejected as set 
forth above.
